But Mr. Benso n, who se integrity has beco me 
a tangible asset o f the Eisenho wer adm inistra­ 
tio n, was no t o n the po litical scene when the 
Republican campaign o f 1952 was being co nduct­ 
ed.

But by the seco nd sessio n o f 
the 83rd Co ngress this year, events had pro ved 
that rigid suppo rts were piling up agricultural 
surpluses that co uld no t be justified. 


Secretary Benso n wo rked o ut a plan to re­ 
sto re flexibility, as had been intended when the 
current price-suppo rt law* was passed in 1948. 
He said he wanted to resto re ‘‘parity in the 
m arket place.” To minimize the im pact o f his 
plan o n farm pro ducers, he also wo rked o ut a 
plan to buy in surplus supplies o utright, thereby 
taking them o ff the market- So me o bservers 
co ntend that the two plans co mbined will give 
farm ers abo ift the sam e level o f inco me they 
wo uld have had if 90 per cent o f parity had 
been extended fo r ano ther year. 
But farm blo c po liticians who think it is go o d 
po litics to run against the Eisenho wer adminis­ 
tratio n will no t let it be fo rgo tten that in 1952

The parent who reeds to a child 
does much more than help him to 
discover the joys, satisfaction and 
excitement that 
are 
hidden 
in 
books. 
Such reading establishes a spe­ 
cial bond of deep importance be­ 
tween the parent and child. 
Before children are ready for 
school., and long before they can 
possibly read well enough to en­ 
joy reading by themselves, sto r­ 
ies and verse become a necessary 
part of their lives . . . and a de­ 
lightful experience shared with his 
parents. 
When stories and verse are put 
down on paper, they acquire a 
definite significance. 
There they are, to be read and 
reread to each member of the fam ­ 
ily, furnishing treasured memor­ 
ies which bind older and young­ 
er together with subtle but strong 
bonds. 
Heading to a child does much 
more than amuse him, or send him 
quietly off to sleep. 
The stories and the rhythms sink 
in. words take on meaning as imag­ 
es 
and 
symbols. 
Furthermore, 
reading to a child conveys the 
mood of the reader as well as the 
intent of the author, for the very 
tone of voice will show that the 
piece is familiar to the reader from 
his own childhood or that he is en­ 
joying a new discovery. 
Even after the child can read 
for himself, reading aloud to him 
wilt go far to keep a vital re 
latlonship alive. 
Today 
those who live 
w i t h 
youngsters need to know the good 
new books as well as their own 
J* •rsonal childhood favorite«. 
The child needs modern stories 
to keep him close to his contem­ 
poraries; the adult needs them, 
too. to help him understand the 
new generation. 
The “best” that adults happen 
to know or to like themselves is 
not necessarily the best for every­ 
one, 
or the 
special child 
they 
would like to help. Parents who 
have been of greatest help to their 
children are those who have ac­ 
cepted the child’s right to his own 
tastes and moods and his right to 
select his own books accordingly 
The variety of books available 
for chilciHm of all ages is greater 
than ever before.

Be Sure Child’s 
Shoes Fit Well 


By OR. JOSEPH LELYVELD 
Chairman, National Foot Health 
Council 
1. Have both feet measured for 
length and width, with each foot 
bearing weight. Pull out the toe of 
the stocking and straighten the 
child’s toes to insure that meas­ 
urem ent is taken of the longest 
toe. The correct size should fit the 
larger foot. 
2. The widest part of the foot 
should fit into the widest part of 
the shoe, called the ball, at both 
little and large-toe joints. 
3. The length and width of his 
ibot can be proved by having the 
child stand with full weight on his 
toes. The correct length leaves a 
space of one^-half to three-quarters 
of an inch between the end of th 
longst toe and the end of the 
shoe. The correct width allows the 
leather to be drawn slightlv to­ 
gether between the fingers. Shoes 
that fit correctly should not press 
or hurt when new, slip at heels, 
or pinch either toes or heels. Slip­ 
ping or pinching may cause corns 
or blisters. 
4 
As a final check have your 
child walk around the store on tip 
toes. 
5. 
At short, regular intervals 
growing feet should be rem easur­ 
ed.

Children should be seen — and 
not hurt 
If your child Js going to school 
for the first time this year, teach 
him how to get there and back 
safely. 
This warning came from the Na­ 
tional Safety Council today as the 
nation’s schools prepared to open 
their doors to more than 30 mil­ 
lion pupils. 
More than 200,000 children un­ 
der 15 years old were injured or 
killed in traffic accidents in 1952, 
the latest year to. which the Coun­ 
cil has complete information. And 
of these, 83,000 were child pedes­ 
trians. This is how they were hurt 
Or killed: 
Playing In road (23,000). 
Darting 
from 
behind 
parked 
cars (22,000). 
Crossing 
between 
intersections 
<20,000). 
Crossing 
at 
intersections 
(12- 
COO). 
Walking in road (1,000). 
Hitching on vehicles (1,000). 
Other causes (4,000). 
In 1952 more children were kill­ 
ed in traffic accidents in rural 
areas than in cities and towns. A 
total of 2,000 children were killed 
In rural areas. Of those, 750 of 
the accidents occurred while the 
victims were walking and 220 while 
they were riding bicycles. 
In cities 1.900 children were kill­ 
ed in traffic accidents, 1,250 of 
these accidents befalling pedestri­ 
ans and 130 bicyclists. 
Parents can teach their children 
safe traffic habits by their own 
example, the Council said. They

youngsters- It includes: 
fruit or 
fruit juice, hot or ready-to-eat cer­ 
eal, milk, bread and butter. 
This basic breakfast can be var­ 
ied to suit a growing child's needs. 
Eggs, breakfast meats, 
or 
other 
favorites, such as French toast- can 
be added to keep the morning meal 
from becoming monotonous. 
It is important, too, for the mo­ 
ther to allow enough time for the 
child to cat leisurely. Thus, he will 
start his school day and his whole 
life, 
with good breakfast eating 
habits.

When a child looks at the print­ 
ed word “ cat, several very com­ 
plicated things take place in his 
mind. In the old-fashioned, spell- 
it out method of learning the sepa­ 
rate letters suggest the sound of 
the word and the sound brings to 
mind the object itself — the cat. 
Soon the child learns to unite 
both the sound and the object by 
glancing at the complete shape 
the printed word, without much 
noting the individual letters. Only 
by learning this trick can the child 
acquire speed in reading. A child 
born completely deaf has to learn 
the words meaning without any 
idea of its sound. 
Not only does the pupil learn 
separate word symbols, but groups 
of symbols, comprehended at a 
glance. 
These 
groups 
constitute 
the span of recognition. The more 
words that can be recognized at 
a glance, the greater the speed 
and ease in reading as a rule. The 
eye rests u|x>n the group for a frac­ 
tion of a second until the meaning 
of the words is comprehended. This 
is the moment of “ fixation. Then 
the eye leaps to the next group 
With the aid of a wonderful kind 
of movie cam era, the movements 
of the eye can be photographed 
and the resulting pictures tell ex­ 
actly how skillful or unskillful the 
reader is, and where his trouble 
lies. 
Each separate movement of the 
eye from left to right means a 
fixation, long or short in number 
of words “ taken in. Sometimes 
there is a movement in the oppo­ 
site direction, which means that 
the reader has failed to grasp a 
meaning and has had to go back 
for it. 
The skilled render lets his eye 
leap back from the end of one line 
to the beginning o f the next, mak­ 
ing a straight horizontal line on 
the film, right to left. But the un­ 
sure reader gropes his way back 
along the line ho has just read, so 
that the filmed picture of the move­ 
ment is a sloping, wavering line 
The im m ature eyes of a young 
child need all the help they can 


their studies. 
Poor 
reading 
ability, 
usually 
traceable to defective vision, is 
held responsible for failures among 
students in the lower grades. 
Visual training by which m us­ 
cles and nerves used in seeing 
are strengthened and developed — 
or orthoptics as this is called — 
can greatly benefit children with 
visual handicaps, providing their 
deficiencies are recognized early. 
It is vital therefore that compre­ 
hensive visual tests by a compe­ 
tent authority 
be 
given 
to

Not All Children 
The Same Physically 
Just as physical differences are 
evident in children of the sam e 
ago, there are also as many em o 


itional and mental differences 
| these same youngsters. 
Some children talk and walk ear­ 
lier — others can be separated 
sfrom their mothers earlier — and 
jso on. 
Thus every child is not ready for

However if he or she proves to 
be unhappy, do not force the issue, 
the child may not be ready for 
this m ajor step. 


It is said that until the age of 12, 
the average youngsters shoe size 
changes every four to eight weeks. 
After twelve, the chonge varies 
from every 12 to 16 weeks.

School Savings Plan 
Initiated In 1873 


Among the Important trade ex­ 
tension activities carried 
on 
by 
banks is school savings banking. 
Currently, there are 3.450,000 chil­ 
dren in the United States who own 
$113,000,000 in deposits in 500 banks 
which carry 
on 
school 
savings 
banking as an organized activity. 
These banks serve 10,000 schools. 
School savings banking is one of 
the oldest of the modern banking 
services. In 1798, Mrs. Priscilla 
Wakefield organized and maintain­ 
ed a savings bank for women and 
children in a small English village- 
Public - spirited citizens of Eng­ 


land became interested in the idea 
that savings should be a part of 
education. Similarly, in Scotland 
among the mutual savings banks, 
school savings banking was estab­ 
lished as early as 1810. The first 
true school savings bank was op- 
ened in La Mans, France, on May 
4, 1834 by Monsieur Dulac, and 
the idea spread throughout the 
continental Europe. 
In the United States, school sav­ 
ings banking was established as an 
organized activity in Wisconsin in 
1873 and has advanced steadily 
since that time.
